‘ GRAFT PROSECUTION. 


TALESMEN 
ALL BIASED. 


Two Days’ Examination Fails 
to Get Juryman., 
Ruef May Be Working for a 
Change of Venue. 


Judge Instructs Counsel to 
Expedite Matters. 


{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SAN FRANCISCO. April 8.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] “An endurance contest” 
was the fitting term applied today by 
one of the attorneys for the prosecution 
to the task of procuring a jury to sit 
in judgment upon Abe Ruef's guilt as 
an offerer of bribes, Judge Dooling 
presiding. 

Thus far eleven talesmen have been 
examined and all have been disquali- 
fied, cither on account of bias or be- 
cause they have fixed opinions. The 
talesman examined were good speci- 
mens of the sixty who composed the 
panel from which an attempt is being 
made to draw a jury and it is hardly 
likely that twelve men will be secured 
in the near future. 

From the tactics used by the defense,

URGES EXPEDITION.

New Prosecution of Railroad 
Companies Here, 
Bonaparte’s Lieutenant Has 
Dug up Evidence. 


F -deral Guns Trainee for a 


Vigorous Fight. 


Following closely in the tracks of 
the State authorities, who are-making 
an investigation of charges. of dis- 
crimination preferret against the 
railroads doing business in California, 
the Federal officials are to begin the 
most comprehensive prosecution of 
railroads suspected of rebating that 
was ever undertaken in the. West. 

No definite results are expected from 
the hearing now In progress before the 
State Railroad Commission. Although 
glaring instances of favoritism shown 
to shippers have been brought out at 
the investigation. it is belfleved that 
the State will leave the punishment of 
the railroads to the Federal officials 
who work under the direction of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Since the trial of the Santa Fé reé- 
bate case by United States Dist.-Atty, 
Oscar Lawler. several months age, 
which resulted in a victory for the 
government, he has continued his quiet 
investigation of that and other reads. 
For weeks he has had the assistance 
of H. W. Dunean, special representa- 
tive of Atty.-Gen. Honaparte, and 
Raymond Benjamin, deputy State At- 
torney-General, has inrvparted valuable 
information to the government, as the 
result of hie own searching inspection 
of the books of the Santa Fé and 
Salt Lake railroads.

NE DAY IN REAL ESTATE. 
On Tuesday, April 7, in Los Angeles county 


| there were filed for record 223 deeds to real prop- 


erty. Of these conveyances 135 were for lots in- 
side the city of Los Angeles. There were besides 
seventeen trust deeds filed for record. 

There were also filed sixty mortgages for sums 
ranging from $200 to $25,000, at rates of interest 
from 10 per cent. to 6 per cent. net. The high rate 
was for smal) sums on outside property and the 
low rate where the mortgage was to secure a por- 
tion of the purchase price on property transferred 
in a deed. The usual rates were 6 to 7 per cent., 


to 6 per cent. money as likely to rule soon, with 
large sums offered at 5 per cent., or perhaps lower. 
In eastern centers call money is as low as 1% per 
cent. and ordinary loans 3% to 4% or 5 per cent. 
The presence here of one of the largest life in- 
surance companies in the country as a lender will 
be likely to make moncy easier. The total amount 
of money loaned Tuesday on real estate was $121,- 
300, or an average of only $600 to the loan. 

But on this day there were cighty-two old mort- 


. gages canceled, or twenty-two more than went on 


record for new loans. This is 34 per cent. more 
loans liquidated than new ones made. 

That is certainly, taken all together, an exhibit 
of a healthy real estate market. There is little 
if any speculation observable. The city transfers 
were nearly all in the residence districts and those 
in tracts where prices are quite moderate. There 
are many residents of the city, both new-comers 
and comparatively old-timers, securing homes for 
their families.

The Koon- 
ya left ite tow on January 16, when ice 
Was seen ahead. The Koonya was the 
first steel steamship that ever crossed 
the. Antarctic Circle. 

The Nimrod resumed its voyage 
south.

on the 178th meridian we steamed. | 
and on the morning of January 16 we 
entered a city of white—a marvelous 
Venice of the south. Mile upon mile 
of great icebergs—never a sign of 
pack ice—and from the crow’s nest or 
the mainmast stretched out east an’ 
west as far as eye could see those 
wonderful heralds of the frosen south 
from the bosom 


Through broad paths and th h 
narrow alleys. between towering wall« 
of snow-white ice, the little Nimrod 
threaded her way, surrounded by 
flocks of the Antarctic fetrels and 
beautiful littie snow white ice petreis: 
now and then greeted by the aston- 
ished squawks of a penguin. which 
saw for the first time in its life a ship. 

EMERGE INTO AN OPEN SEA. 

The thud of our screw and the wash 
from the propeller as we passed stirred 
some of the great ice walis, and they 
fell in our wake with a mighty crash | 
and roar. Sad would have been our. 
lot had we been in that spot just then, 
After passing for hours through these |

t we were in a cul-de-sac, but ever . 
finding a way throv-h toward the | 
south. we at length emerged into an, 
open sea.

We had eluded, for the first time in 
the history of polar navigation, the 
pack ice. 

Thus we went along until the morn- 
ing of January 22. We saw a low line 
on the horizon and knew that we were 
of the great ice barrier. At

We turned to the eastward and 
steamed along the ice wall, pas-ing a 
@Geep iniet. and towards midnight 
turned a tarp corner, opening a wide 
bay filled with fast ice on which were 
a numer of seals and emperer pen- 
suirs. ‘Ihe whole bay was alive with 
huge whales.

Passing this section of pack ice, we 
steamed down to the barrier 
anain, and at p.m. turned another 
sharp corner, The barrier tren ted 
northeasterly, and we hai now passed 
the poaltion of the inlet where we 
hoped to hawe wintered, and found 
that tt had broken away. Thus we 
met our first serious check. Hvery- 
thing was ready for discharging, but 
our prospective port had disappeared, 
and we steamed on eastward to try 
te reach King Edward VII Land. 

Put soon we were barred from this 
ronte hy the ice, which close 


anxiety, the pack was rapidly clox«ing 
in behing us, and with the knowleice 
of what this would mean fo our little 
turned round, just clearing the

clearing the point we steered 
back along the barrier, in the after- 
noon entering the bay again. thus 
finding tat the barrier had breken 
away, making «one fifteen, miles of 
ice, and Jeaving a sheer ice face of 
1 feet in height.

the ncrth through the heavy ice, and 
again I turned to try te reach the 
eastern land. 

Once t cleare!] up, and I saw that 
the ice was rapidly « losi around «5, 
reluctantly gave ps te turn 
back, and it was not until 1 o'clock 
the next morning that we cleared the 
ice to the nerth. 

The only thing I could do was to 
seek winter quarters in MacMurdo 
Sound, as our limited and rapidiy 
aecreasing coal would not allow. us 
further time to go anywhere else 

We slowly battled against a strong 
west wind and made our way to Mac. 
Murdo Sound, which lay under the 
shadow of the mighty active volcano, 
Mt. Erebus. Hope ran high as we 
steamed down the sound that morning, 
January 29, that we might reach the 
winter quarters of the scovery, but 
at 10 a.m. we found ourselves held fast 
by the ice twenty miles from our goal. 
When the Discovery entered she had 
an absolutely ice-free sea to her win-
